COLOSSAL  ROMAN  LIMESTONE  TOGATUS 

Imperatorial  to  Julio-CIaudian  50  BC.-50  AD. 

Our  Funerary  Togatus  was  made  during  the  most  interesting  and  best  known  period  of 
Roman  history  from  the  Civil  War  between  Pompey  the  Great  and  Julius  Caesar  to  the  time 
of  Claudius. 

Other  than  a break  at  the  neck  this  Togatus  has  no  dammage  or  restoration.  Sculptures 
of  antiquity  from  17th  to  19th  Century  English  and  European  collections  are  commonly  over 
restored,  even  recarved  to  suit  the  taste  of  the  times.  After  this  they  were  placed  in  outdoor 
gardens  where  they  weathered.  This  piece  has  suffered  no  such  fate.
